Claims 1-9 of the present invention relate to. a screening composition of an anti-hypertension 
including a mammalian TCTP(translationally controlled tumor protein) of sequence equation (1) 
and a mammalian TCTP protein of sequence equation (2) and the screening method. Claims 10- 
1 6 relate to a TCTP transgenic mouse having hypertension and heart hypertrophy injected with 
mammalian TCTP genes of sequence equation (1) and a method of manufacturing the same. 

01 , which has been published, before the priority date of the present invention, discloses a 
screening method of anti-hypertension from a controlling substance of quantitative change of 
TCTP protein expressed from a mammalian TCTP gene which is the same to sequence equation 
(2) of the present invention. 

1 . Novelty 

The mammalian TCTP gene of sequence equation (1) and (2). the screening composition of anti- 
hypertension including TCTP protein and the screening method of anti-hypertension using said 
composition of claims 1-9 of the present invention are the same as the subject matter of 01 .
